how it

feel to be a Communist, particu­ 
larly an American Communist, if 
the 
party ever 
took 
over this 
country, I don’t see how it could 
be a very safe feeling. 
In a country with political free­ 
dom and political parties, a man 
who cuts away from 
his party’s 
line, whether he’s a Democrat or 
Republican, may get defeated in 
the next election. 
But 
that’s the worst that can 
happen to him. And then he can 
go back to peddling bananas, run­ 
ning a bank or practicing law and 
if some of his old cronies ignore 
him on the street it doesn’t dimin­ 
ish his life expectancy. 
But in a Communist country the 
man who 
breaks away from the 
party, or disagrees with it, is in 
bad shape and by this time every 
Communist 
everywhere 
must 
know it. 
There have 
been 
ex­ 
amples enough. 
Of 
course, 
it must 
be easy 
enough for any ardent Commun­ 
ist, now in good standing with the 
party, to stay to himself: “If the 
party takes over I’ll get my re­ 
ward: I’ll 
have 
a big hand 
in 
running things.” 
But he forgets, as many seem 
to have forgotten, that maybe the 
time will come when he steps on 
a comrades toes, or annoys the big 
boss, or, worse, begins having his 
own 
ideas, 
different 
from the 
party’s current ideas. 
There have been plenty of cases 
like this in recent 
years. 
When 
the party is just trying to come to 
power, as it is in Italy, a Commun­ 
ist can still break away and live 
to a ripe 
old age, 
provided the 
party never wins. 
But ifs a lot tougher to “devi­ 
ate”—fancy word for disagreeing 
—once the Communist 
party has 
seized power, 
as 
it has 
in the 
countreis behind the Iron Curtain. 
Only 
last 
week Communists 
everywhere 
got a good insight— 
certainly not the first—into what 
happens to a gent who deviates, i 
This was in Czechoslovakia, where 
Dr. Vlado Clementis fell on bad 
days. 
Clementis, former foreign min­ 
ister who vanished mysteriously 
from his apartment in Prague Jan. 
27, was in desperate shape. 
An 
announcement .said: 
Clementis and four others were 
held on charges of spying, plotting 
to assassinate President Element 
Gottwald, overthrow the govern­ 
ment, restore capitalism, and turn 
Czechoslovakia toward the west 
Reading 
through the 
lines, it 
would seem Clementis had a 
big 
difference of opinion with some of 
his comrades. The party published 
a report which said: 
“We shall prove that there is a 
place in the party only for those 
who in the most holy manner love 
the Soviet Union (substitute: fol­ 
low the party line laid down by 
Moscow), the Communist party ot 
Bolshevicks and Comrade Stalin.” 
Further, the party announced it 
had 
thrown 
out 
169,000 party 
members in 
a continuing 
purge 
since Sept. 
I. 
The 
fate of the 
purgees was not disclosed. 
But all this was only the latest i 
of my 
purges, some 
of them— j 
maybe most 
of them—ending in 
death for one-time loyal Commun- ! 
ists accused of going 
their own ‘ 
way or plotting against the party. 
In Italy a number of Commun­ 
ist have broken away 
from the 
control of Moscow and the party 
tine laid down 
by the Russians, 
but since the Communists aren’t in 
control there these men still walk 
the streets. 
The point is: if you were a Com­ 
munist 
living 
in a 
Communist 
country, 
how could you ever be 
sure you 
wouldn’t get hit with 
a meat-ax tomorow.

CRAIGS 
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Lip-service for Economy, But No Courage 


There is only one answer to this current 
discussion over need for government econ­ 
omy and that is someday to have a presi­ 
dent and a leadership in Congress that will 
have the courage to refuse to make unneces­ 
sary appropriations. 
The present talk about economy is remin­ 
iscent 
of Mark Twain’s famous 
remark 
about the weather-everybody seems to talk 
about it but nobody does anything about 
it. 
If this anomaly is a puzzle 
to you, it 
would be a good idea to read a recent ar­ 
ticle “Economy Inertia” by Alan Otten, ap­ 
pearing in a recent issue of the Wall Street 
Journal. 
Mr. Otten cited the records of a number 
of typical Congressmen who have constant­ 
ly demanded economy as a general prin­ 
ciple— have then gone all out for bigger and 
better appropriations for their own states 
and their own pet projects. Then he said, 
“so it goes down the line. Southerners fa­ 
vor big soil conservation 
and other farm 
appropriations. Men from the shipbuilding 
states want appropriations for maritime ac­ 
tivities. Westerners want 
federal aid for 
their mines and new federal reclamation 
and power projects. Practically every con­ 
gressman works on the assumption that the 
money is pouring out, and his district might 
as well get as much as it can.” 
Elsewhere in his revealing article, Mr. 
Otten said, “This fact emerges clearly as 
the federal budget keeps pushing higher: 
There will be no real economy, whatever 
the form of the bills before Congress, so 
long as the legislators themselves preach 
economy but refuse to practice it.” 
In other words, the legislative attitude, 
with a few rare and honorable exceptions, 
is “plenty of economy for the other fellow 
and the other district—but none for me and 
none for my district”. To make matters 
worse, we seem to have a national admin­ 


istration which is determined to keep do­ 
mestic spending at an ever-increasing level 
and to pile the defense spending on top of 
it. And so the dollar gets cheaper, the sav­ 
ings of the people are reduced to a fraction 
of former levels, and inflation runs like a 
race horse. 
What is the cure? Primarily, it lies in a 
public understanding 
of how 
unbridled 
spending can destroy a free nation as surely 
as a war—coupled with the strongest kind of 
public demand 
for economy no matter 
whom 
it hurts. That means that 
every 
avoidable expense—whether it be for a great 
tax-exempt government power dam or some 
little pork barrel product—be ruthlessly cut 
from the new and future budgets.

Institute of Pacific Relations 
By George Sokolsky 


The heart of the discussion at 
the Kyoto conference of the In­ 
stitute of Pacific Relations (1929) 
was Manchuria. Papers were read 
by Chinese, Japanese, American 
experts. Among the 
Japanese 
papers were those read by Ma- 
sunosuke Odagiri, director of the 
Yokohama Specie Bank and rep­ 
resentative of the Japanese in the 
International 
Consortium, 
and 
Yosuke Matsuoka, who was at 
one time head of the south Man­ 
churia 
oilw ay 
and afterwards 
[minister of for­ 
eign affairs. 
The J a panese 
took the insti­ 
tute very seri­ 
ously at t h i s 
time, regarding 
•it as a secon­ 
dary 
platform 
for the discus- 
S u k o la k y 
sion of mutual 
problems, in the anticipation that 
the Chinese and American gov- 
ments would pick up issues rais­ 
ed at these meetings 
E. C. Carter emerges as 
an 
honorary secretary and as chair­ 
man of the program committee of 
the 1929 conference. Frederick 
Vanderbilt Field was one of sev­ 
eral recorders of the panel dis­ 
cussions, as was Mrs. Field, w'ho 
is now Mrs. Joseph Barnes Dr. 
Jam es T. 
Shotw’ell’s 
institute 
conference 
research 
committee 
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had grants totaling $40,600 from 
the .social science research coun­ 
cil. The Laura Spelman Rocke­ 
feller memorial granted $60,000 
for reasearch and that it would 
provide an additional $50,000 if 
the institute raised an equal sum. 
Collaboration in research 
was 
established with other bodies such 
as the royal institute of interna­ 
tional affairs in London and the 
council oi foreign relations in 
New York. 
In 1928, the institute establish­ 
ed its monthly paper, “Pacific 
Affairs,” to which experts 
on 
J ar Eastern 
affairs 
for many 
years contributed interesting and 
important articles. 
The absence of Russia from the 
1929 conference was regarded as 
a very serious matter. I met many 
of the delegates to that conference 
as they visited China before and 
after it and found that the Ameri­ 
can and British delegates felt that 
Russia should have been present 
to make the discussions, particu­ 
larly with regard to Manchuria, 
complete. 
However, during 1928, Merle 
Davis, and C. F. Loomis of the 
secretariat of the Institute of Pa­ 
cific Relations visited Moscow. 
The official report states that 
Davis met with foreign office of­ 
ficials and 
third 
international 
leaders to whom he explained the 
purpose of the institute. Although 
the Russians w ert not prepared 
to join this international group, 
it was decided that the “society 
for cultural relations with foreign 
countries ’ would accept responsi­ 
bility for 
correspondence 
and 
liaison with the institute head­ 
quarters at Honolulu. 
Having reached this agreement, 
Davis was able to meet with Rus­ 
sia's Far Eastern specialists at­ 
tached to Russian scientific soci­ 
eties, particularly those interested 
in Far Eastern and Pacific ques­ 
tions. Thus the liaison with Soviet 
Russia was established 
By 1929, the American council 
of the institute had established 
itself as an im portant body, its 


officers being Jerom e D. Greene, 
chairman; Wallace M. Alexander, 
Miss Ada L. Comstock, and Thom ­ 
as Lamont, 
vice - chairmen; E. 
C. 
Carter, 
secretary-treasurer. 
In 
1930, Frederick 
Vanderbilt 
Field’s name appears as assistant 
secretary. 
I am sure, from my knowledge 
of the men, from a review of my 
correspondence with them, and 
from the general attitude of the 
institute itself that in those years. 
1929 to 1931, there was no Com­ 
munist influence in this organi­ 
zation. I am certain that during 
those years, none of the officials, 
including E. C. C arter and Fred­ 
erick Vanderbilt Field, concern­ 
ing whom there is bound to be 
considerable discussion before the 
McCarran committee, were Com­ 
munists. 
In a word, here is an organiza­ 
tion which starts under the best 
auspices and is respected by gov­ 
ernm ents and by experts in the 
field. It was justified in seeking 
Russian membership as it sought 
Chinese, Japanese, American and 
British membership. Russia was 
then and is now a Pacific country. 
However, as the years pass, a 
suspicion grew among friends and 
supporters of the institute that 
not only had the Russian influence 
become very im portant but that 
the American council of the in­ 
stitute had become dominated by 
Communists and was really a 
front organization. W hether this 
is so or not. the McCarran com­ 
m ittee will have to establish. Eut 
this it is correct to say: subse­ 
quent to 1931, the American group 
assumed 
leadership 
and found 
the money in increasingly large 
amounts for the I. p. R. F urther­ 
more, both the Chinese and Jap a­ 
nese groups grew lukewarm: the 
businessmen in Honolulu more or 
less dropped out. The gharacter of 
the organization changed from a 
purely research body to an ag­ 
gressive operator of Far Eastern 
policy. 
In subsequent articles, I shall 
explain how that happened. 


Recently, however, a new m eth­ 
od of treatm ent has been describ­ 
ed which has brought excellent 
results iii a large percentage oi 
cases.

New Buck Coach 
Wants Criticism 


Spare the Players, 
He Tells Newsmen 


COLUMBUS, March 6— (ZP) — 
Ohio State University’s new head 
football coach wants any criticism 
of poor Buckeye playing directed 
at him — and not at the players. 
W ayne (W oody) Hayes, succes­ 
sor to W esley Fester, made this 
point at a press conference yester­ 
day 
as 
he 
unveiled plans for 
spring practice. 
D on’t criticize any players for 
mechanical or other errors on tha 
field, he told newsmen, adding: 
“It w e boot a game, and you 
must criticize someone, just tak^ 
it out on me. After all, the play­ 
ers are just kids, and a coach is a 
little thicker-skinned and can take 
it. And a coach gets paid for tak­ 
ing it, too.” 
Hayes 
has a 
full 
schedule 
planned for spring practice, which 
begins March 28. 
He promised that everyone who 
turns out w ill have “every chance’’ 
to m ake the varsity. 
Hayes plans individual coaches 
for each position in the offensive 
line and 
two for the defensive 
unit. He 
still has to name one 
more assistant coach. 
The first few sessions w ill be 
indoors. 
The 
six-w eek 
outdoor 
practice period begins about Apr I 
2. It w ill end with the annual 
“Clinic” contest May 12.
